A pleasant water drink fs grape juice, 
which can be easily made at home for 
very much less than js charged in the 
shops. To make a drink that will keep 

_ for two years fn a dark place add one 
quart of water to three quarts of picked 
grapes and cook until the grapes are 
broken up. Strain twice, once through 
cheesecloth and once through flannel. 
Add sufficient sugar and boil, being 
careful not to make too sweet a sirup. 
One or two cupfuls of sugar to two 
gallons of juice should suffice, accord- 
ing to the flavor of the fruit. “Bottle 
it hot and seal securely. A mixture of 
two or more kinds of grapes gives the 
best result, Delaware and Niagara, and 
Catawba, Niagara and Concord being 
excellent combinations, A quart can 
be made for as low as 10 cents if the 
fruit is bought when it is at bottom 
price and preserved quickly.—New 
York Post. 


Velvet. 

Velvet {s manufactured by placing in 
the loom rows of very short threads of 
the material designed to be employed, 
whether cotton or silk. These are then 
caught up by the cross threads in the 
weaving and fastened in such a way 
that the fleecy ends present themselves 
all op one side of the fabric. The man- 
ufacture of velvet is so slow that for a 
hand weaver a yard is considered a 
good day's work. The machine made 
velvet is of course turned out much 
more rapidly.

Ayrshire breeders for the last fifty 
years or more have been han-licapped 
in breeding because the standard of 
excellence has lacked uniformity be- 
tween the three great breeding sections 
for Ayrshire cattle, Scotland, Canada 
and the States. The outlook for the 
future seems much more hopeful, for 
all three have practically united on one 
common scale of points as the standard 
of excellence, and in future there 
should be no wide differeuce between 
Ayrshires of the different sections. If 
Ayrshires are to be kept as one breed 
and one general family, there must 
be more attention paid to breeding 
after the pattern as laid down by the 
different associations, and these asso- 
clations have united on a common 
standard. There Is no reason why breed- 
ers may not In all the different coun- 
tries work {n unison to a given stand- 
ard, said a speaker at the New Englund 
Ayrshire club meeting. 

The strongest polut of the Ayrshire 
cow, around which cluster all the other 
points, are the udder and teats, and this 
is the same in all countries under the 
recent revision—a large, square udder 
with four quarters of equal capacity, 
held strongly up on the belly, running 
well forward and behind, up out of the

way of dirt and injury; four good 
sized tents wide apart ou the four 
corners of the udder, in length from 
two and a half inches to three and a 
Half inches, hanging perpendicularly. 

It needs no argument to show that, 
other things being equal, a cow with 
the ‘above udder and teats is perfection, 
and if breeders of Ayrshires would all 
alm to produce this style of udder on 
their cows it would in itself cover a 
multitude “of imperfections in other 
parts of the body. ‘The Ayrshire cow 
here reproduced from Hoard’s Datry- 
man is owned by Barclay farm, Bryn 
Mawr, Pa. This cow entered the ad- 
vanced registry this year and gave 
1,155 pounds of milk, 525 pounds of 
butter In one year. 


THE SWINEHERD 


Exercise is part of the best balanced 
ration for pigs. 

Quick growing, early mataring hogs 
are most popular. ; 

The hog is an animal that will re- 
ward careful study of his wants. 

Under the most favorable conditions 
pigs will gain a pound a day up to four 
months and over a pound a day after 
that. 

The greater the amount of food a 
hog may be induced to consume will 
be followed by greater gains, and this 
may be best obtained by furnishing a 
variety for his consumption. ‘Those 
feeds are most profitable which can be 
grown with least labor and harvested 
by the swine themselves, Permauent . 
pastures are of great assistance in pro- 
ducing pork at a very nominal cost. 

Over und over the changes need to 
be rung on the danger of feeding corn 
exclusively toyoung and growing hogs. 
In a recent number of the Live Stock 
World Dr. Alexander, the well known 
live stock writer, says upon this sub- 
ject: “Corn is a fine fattening food, but 
it is deficient in bone aud muscle mak- 
ing ingredients, and if fed as a well 
nigh exclusive ration to young, grow- 
ing pigs it is not strange that they de- 
velop fat, pudgy bodies, which become 
too heavy for the weak muscles and 
bones to uphold, so that paralysis en- 
sues. In some Instances the bones be- 
come so weak they actually fracture.” 

When a litter of. pigs is to be raised 
exclusively for slaughter crossing Is 
not objectionable. In fact, many care- 
ful hog raisers think it is the best 
method to follow. Often pigs of good 
form, maturing quickly and satisfac- 
torlly, is the result of crossing. The 
pigs, however good they may be, are 
of little value as breeders. In general, 
good pure blood animals will be found 
more profitable than either crosses oF 
grades.

Our consul at Seville reports that to 
prepare olives ,in the most palatable 
manner they must be gathered unripe 
after the tirst autumn showers. Prop- 
erly assorted according to size and 
quality, they are first washed in fresh 
water to remove particles of earth and 
leives which usually cling to the_fruit. 
Later they are allowed to soak in a 


solution of soda and potash, concentrat-. 


ed to between two degrees and six de- 


grees of the Baume acrometer. If the 
‘solution be very concentrated: eight to 


ten hours of soaking suffice; if diluted, 
the operation may continue for thrée” 
‘or four days. After the solution has 


*penetrated_very nearly to the stone of 


the fruit, fresh water is substituted 


‘dnd “renewed every two hours until it 


remains clean—a sign that the fruit has 
lost the caustic flavor which the solu- 
tion had imparted to It. Next the fruit 
is pickled according to processes vary- 
ing jn conformity to the custom of each.

Hidden by Their Colors. 

To understand the yalue of what scl- 
entific men call protective coloration in 
animals one need only look at the com- 
mon ruffed grouse, or partridge, of 
North America and consider how hard 
it is to see him in the woods, even 
where nothing intervenes to hide him 
from view. HJIs colors agree so well. 
with the background against which he 
stands that the eye is slow to make 
him out. Mr. Gregory, in his volume 
of African travel, “The Great Rift Val- 
ley,” mentions several striking in- 
stances of antmuls thus protected, 
among: which that of a certain monkey, 
Culobus occidentalis, Is perhaps the 
most peculiar. This monkey is cover- 
ed with a long, silky fur, arranged In 
alternate stripes of black and white, 
so handsome tbat the skin 1s much 
prized by the natives for making head 
ornaments.

Oxford expects to have tts whole 
task completed by 1914. The immortals 
have only reached the letter C and do 
mot expect to complete that until 1908, 

Some figures of the Oxford diction- 
ary are interesting. In H the figures 
a3 compared with previous dictlonaries 
are: Oxford, 16,013 words; Johnson's, 
1,533; Cassell's, 6,893; Century, 9,690; 
Funk's Standard, 9,630, 

From the beginning of volume I.. to 
the word “infer,” excluding- from 
“graded” to the end of G, there 
are 16,516 columns, each -of 101-8 
inches long and 21-2 inches wide.

as Eiffel tower. There are 72 miles of 
lines, containing 13,321,181 words com- 
prising 70,161,384 letters.

At the present rate 
of progress the academy dictionary will 
be completed in 250 years—or, perhaps, 
20), if the new official spelling of the

The first edition of the academy dlc- 
tionary was begun in 1635.and fipished 
in 1694. The last edition up to the one 
now in-progress occupicd 42 years, and 
was begun in 1835. 

The slow progress of the “Jmmortals” 
brings to mind the story of Buffon, the 
naturalist, and the crab. .The wise- 
acres of his day puzzled how to define 
a crab in their dictionary. They fin- 
ally. voted to describe it as “a fish 
which walks sideways.’

“Well, except for the fact that the 
crab 1s not a fish and does mot walt 
sideways, it-Is a gooa ‘7escription.” 


The Lord Mayor’s Show. 


’ The election of a new lord mayor to’ 


the civic throne, who the ensuing year 
is to be Sir William Tereloar. naturally 
turns the thoughts of Londoners to 
their annual raree show on Nov. 9, the 
day on which they are permitted by 
ancient law to indulge in many ex- 
travagances which would not be per- 
mitted them on. any other day in the 
year. It is a day on which a Londoner 
cannot be locked up for anything short 
of theft or violent assault. He can do 
almost what ‘he pleases, with a police- 
man looking smilingly on, 


It isn’t the magnificence of the lord. 
mayor’s show which Londoners enjoy,, 


for truly of late years it has seemed to 
have lost all its original splendor. It 
is the fun they get out of it. 

The difficulty in eecuring. some fresh 
idea with which to make the lord may- 
or’s show different fn its main featurés 
from its predecessors increases as the 
years roll by. For some time past in- 
terest has been created by the rumor 
that this year’s pageant will differ from 
those of recent years, 

It is now definitely stated. the show 
will contain no cars or floats, but that 
their place will be taken by an entirely 
new feature, which should prove one 
of the most interesting, as it ls the moat 
original, that has been seen in recent 
years 
’ It will consist of representation. in 
costume of seven centuries of city civic 
life, the representation being carricd 
out by groups illustrative of the lord 
mayors of each century, with their 
sheriffs and high officers. Each group 
will ba dressed in tthe correct costume 
of the period and will consist of ten 
persona, so that the total number of 
persons in the seven groups will be 70. 

Such historic lord mayors as Witz 
Alyn and Dick Whittington will be in- 
cluded, and this feature undoubtedly 
will overshadow all others in the pro- 
cession, which .otherwise will follow 
traditiynal lines.

Good Butter Producers. 

The most remarkable characteristic 
of the Guernsey Is the richness of the 
animal. This richness is combined 
with good size and constitution and 
particularly quiet, gentle and tracta- 
ble temperament. They are rangy, deep 
animals, with soft, silky texture of 
skin and creamy color. \s a four-year: 
old they often give sixteen to eighteen 
quarts of milk during the first four or 
five months after calving with ordinary 
care. ‘They are persistent milkers. 
Their milk and cream {fs of marvelous 
color and richness, and the butter ex: 
cels in grain and flavor and golden col: 
or that of any other breed. 

Thelr ability to produce butter fat at 
a low cost demands careful attention 
of dairymen. At the New York experi- 
ment station several of the dairy 
breeds have been curefully tested. 
The annual report gives the result of 
the first two periods of lactation. In 
both Instances the Guerneys produced 
butter fat at the least cost, as follows: 
Guernsey, first period, 18.4 cents; sec- 
ond period, 15.6 cents; Jersey, 20 cents, 
18.5 cents; Devon, 23 cents, 19 cents; 
Ayrshire, 24.3 cents, 24.8 cents; Amerl- 
can Holderness, 26.3 cents, 22.8 cents; 
Holstein-Friesian, 26.3 cents, 26.4 cents. 

This agrees with the work done at 
other experiment stations. 


The Kind of Bull to Buy. 

The safest kind of a bull to buy to 
breed from today is the one least 
sought after. After bulls reach the 
age of three or four years no one seems 
to want them, and they are sold at can- 
ner prices. A bull at this age should 
be a better animal to buy for breeding 
purposes; providing he has been prop- 
erly fed, handled and exercised.

A GOOD DAIRY BARN. 


Upper Part of Barn Used Exclusively 
For Storage Purposes—Lower Half 
For the Stabling of Cows. 


The illgstrations in this column 
show the exterior and interior of the 
basement of one of the large dairy 
barns owned by a milk farmer near 
Elgin, Il!. The upper part of the barn 
{s used exclusively for hay and grain 
and storage purposes and the base- 
ment for the stabling of cows. The 
cows are kept in stanchions, with 
space enough between the two lines 
for a wagon to be run in when the 
stable is cleaned. The interior of the

barn {fs kept in splendid condition and 
is whitewashed at least twice a year. 
The dust js brushed off frequently and 
every effort made to prevent contam- 
ination of milk, during the milking 
time. 

Concerning the sanitary production 
of dairy products, Prof. W J. Fraser 
states: “I believe that much could be 
accomplished, if dairy people would 
run their cows loose in a shed and 
have the stable enly for milking. From 
a sanitary standpoint there are two 
great advantages in this system. One 
is that the milking stable can be kept 
much cleaner and the other {fs that if 
the cows are properly bedded they do 
not become soiled, as they almost in- 
variably do when confined in a stable 
during the night. ‘ 

“In addition to this I think the sys- 
tem is fully as economical. Although it 
takes more buildings, these can be 
cheap in construction. Kept in this 
way the cows are much more comfort- 
able and for this reason, I believe, will

etve a larger flow of milk. The labor 
is certainly no greater, as there is al- 
most no manure to be removed from 
the stable and the manure from the 
shed can be hauled directly to the 
field whenever convenient. It may be 
allowed to accumulate for a month or 
two during soft times in the winter 
and during the rush of work in the 
early spring. Further than this, the 
manure is kept in the best possible 
condition and there is no loss of fertil- 
ity from leaching.”

HANDY MANURE CARRIER. 


A Self Dumping Bucket Running On a 
Track—Bullt Slightly Down 
Grade From Barn. 


The manure carrier shown herewith 
is a very efficient one. It is used in this 
case for carrying the manure from a 
cow barn. It consists of a large iron 
bucket with the bottom hinged and 

fastened to the bucket, when closed, 

with a spring snap. The bucket is car- 
ried in and out of the barn on a track 
which is placed so that when the doors 
are closed {t leaves a very small open- 
, {ng around the track. The track .is 
supported on the outside of the barn

by timbers bolted together near the 
top,-carrying the track under their in- 
tersection. The track is placed so that 
it is slightly down grade from the 
barn to the place where the manure is 
dumped, so that the bucket runs out 
by its own weight when loaded. 

A rope is attached to the running 
device to pull the bucket back into the 
barn. A cord is also attached to the 
bottom of the bucket, which by pull- 
ing will cause the bottom to drop 
and allow the manure to fall out. Be 
tween the track running device and 
the bucket there is a pulley supplied 
with ropes which will allow the bucket 


to be raised and lowered. The bucket. 


can be let down wpon the floor, loaded 
and then pulled up ready to run out 
and be emptied. An economical way ta 
dispose of the manure is to have a 
wagon so placed that the manure can 
be dumped into it and hauled directly 


| to the field. Bettcr still, if the farmer” 


has a spreader it can be placed to re 
ceive the manure and can then be 
spread upon the fields. In this ease it 
is hauled economically and easily. It 
‘also saves much of the disagreeable 
part of manure handling. The bucket 
i need not be touched after it is loaded 
in the barn. This device is in use on 
a western farm.—Twentieth Century 
Farmer.
